HOW TIME IS DAILY

RECTED.

There is one man in Washing-
ton who at noon every day stops
business  all the United
States and closes the telegraph
wires for a space of ubout three
and o half minutes. This man is
the one having charge of the time
at the nuval observatory. At
three minutes and fifteen seconds

over

before 12 o'clock each noon, he
opens the ecircuit and connects
the electrice clock of the observa
tory with telegraph wires. In-
stantly all the wires have to be
cleared and
sounded by beats by the pendu-
lum of the elock. 'This
timely warning to all
wuiting, to have their
chronometers corrected by wire,
and it conveys to all maritime ox-
chunges, time balls and every
place connected with the naval
observatory all over the country
the thiat is ap-
proaching. The pendulum omits
the twenty-ninth second of every
minute, who
wre correcting two or more chro-
nometers can have the time to do
so, andd then the fifty-fifth, fifty
sixth, fifty-seventh, fifty-eighth
and fifty-ninth seconds of every
minute are also omitted for the |
same reason. When the last
minute before noon is reached
the boats of the last ten seconds,
or from fifty to tifty-nine,
omitted.
